The  following  is  a summary  of  an  investigation 
made  of  the  north-south  alley  300  block  Elizabeth  and 
Nussbaum  Streets. 

Through  observation  I found  that  there  is  no 
garages  abutting  this  alley  (North-South)  but  the  property 
of  318  Elizabeth  and  331  Nussbaum  run  parallel  to  said  alley. 
However  there  is  twenty-four  (24)  properties  on  the  south 
side  of  Elizebeth  running  from  318  to  478  Elizebeth  and 
there  is  eighteen  (18)  properties  on  the  north  side  of 
Nussbaum,  running  from  331  to  457  Nussbaum  also  note  from 
attached  drawing  there  is  a vacated  alley  about  half  way 
from  the  north-south  alley  to  Spy  Run  Avenue.  In  my  opinion 
about  90$  of  above  mentioned  properties  have  garages  abutting 
the  east-west  alley  and  these  residents  to  get  to  said  garages 
must  use  the  east-west  alley  coming  off  of  Spy  Run  or  this 
north-south  alley  also  it  should  be  noted  that  residents  on 
both  sides  of  Nussbaum  from  north-south  alley  to  Spy  Run  if 
they  are  coming  from  the  north  on  Clinton  have  to  travel 
to  Fourth  Street  east  on  Fourth  to  Spy  Run  and  back  north  on 
Spy  Run  to  Nussbaum  causing  them  to  drive  about  1-5  Miles  out 
of  their  way  to  get  to  their  property.
